SWIFT RETRIBUTION. 
The Slayer ef Dr. Chambers Instantly 
Killed at Lawreneeburg Tues- 
day by a Young Lawyer. 

Special Dispatch to the Courier-Journal. 

Faanxrort, Aug 12 —Our citizens | 
wore considerably excited by the in-| 
teillicence which reached here about 
half-past soven o'clock Tuesday even- 
i that Ilorace Witherspoon, the 
slayer of Dy. Chambers had been shot 
and instantly killed at Lawrenceburg 
that eyening by Armstead Portwood, 
Jr., a young lawyer of that. place — 
Subsequent information fully confirm- 
ed this statement. 

PARTICULARS OF THE AFFAIR. 

From an intelligent and_ reliable 
gontleman, who spent Tuesday night 
at Lawrenceburg, | obtain the follow- 
ing particulars: — 

On the day of the Chambers homi- 
cide, young Portwood and Wither~ 
spoon had a difficulty, which came 
near ending seriously; and since then 
a feud bas existed between the two, 
and Witherspoon has been heard to 
utter repeated threats of extreme vio 
lence. On Tuesday morning last he 
came totownearly. After indulging 
freely in liquor, he became aggressive 
and quarrelsome, and seeking out 
ortwood. made repeated attempts to 
force a difficulty on him by huatling 
bim eff the sidewalk and in other ways. 
{tis further stated that be was beard 
to declare during the day that he and 
Armstead Portwood could not live to 
gether in the same town. 

About 6 pv. m., Portwood, after avoid- 
ing two or three attempts of Wither~ 
spoon to bring on a collision, left the 
hotel and went across Main street to 
tho store of Isaac Hoffman, for whom 
his younger brother, Jobn, is acting 
as clerk. We found John alonein the 
store. Soon after entering, he was 
followed by Witherspoon, whv walked 
up to a waterscooler in the room, and 
with his left hand started to take a 
drink, whiie atthesame time he plac- 
ed his right hand under his coat as if 
to draw a pistol. Armstead Portwood 
did not at first see the motion of With 
erspoon, but his attention being called 
to it by his brother John, he at once 
whirled around, drawing his pistol as 
he did so, and quickly fired six times 
The first shot took effect just above
